TEST. Let me point out that the informtion from Dave Schmidt about this TEST 
was received by special delivery only five days before the TEST, and was flashed 
out that evening. ‘therefore I strongly urge persons sending in cards, either for 
the first time or for renewal of their supply, to send air mil postcards. An- 
other reason for sending air mil crds is that mny of these special tips are re- 
ceived 1-15 weeks in advance; therefore I have the option of witing for my DX 
NEWS which usually arrives Tuesday or Wednesday to see if the info got printed in 
time, or going ahead and flashing the info out. If I wait till I receive my DX 
NEWS there is a risk that the info flashed out won't mke it in time. Therefore 
the need for airmil cards.
